in laying of his Plans, ſo cool and deliberate in 
every Step he took towards carrying them into 
Execution, and ſo admirably well qualified in every 
other Reſpect to perpetrate any iniquitous Scheme 
whatever; a Perſon, whoſe Proſecution has been 
productive of no leſs than two Acts of Parlia- 
ment“: The Life, I ſay, of ſuch a Perſon (fo far 
as from the Time of his firſt laying the following 
wicked Scheme, to the Time of his Conviction) 
with the great Variety of Circumſtances, and the 
many ſurprizing Incidents which happened (during 
that Space of Time) naturally accounted for, and 
faithfully related, cannot (JI flatter myſelf) fail of 
meeting with ſuch a Reception, as will at leaſt 
Juſtify its Publication.

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Mx. CranDLER, who is the principal Subje& 


of the following Sheets, is the only Child of 


Mr. Thomas Chandler, a Gentleman-Farmer of about 
2001. a Year, at Woodborrough near the Devizes in 
Wiltfhire; who, when his Son, Mr: Chandler, was 
about fixteen or ſeventeen Years of Age, (and 
which was about the Year 1743) recommended 
him to the Care of one Mr. Romman, (a Gentle» 
man who. had an Eſtate at eedborrough, but re- 
ſided im London) and requefted the Favour-of him 
to find out ſome Attorney in the City, whom he 
thought would make a proper Maſter for his ſaid 
Son; and accordingly Mr. Romman waited on ſe- 
vera] Gentlemen of the Law for that Purpoſe; and 
after ſome ſhort Time fixed him with Mr. Banks, 
who then was, and J believe ſtill is, Clerk to the 
Goldſmiths Company. Mr. Chandler had not been 
long here, before he fell violently in Love with his 
Maſter's Maid, and in leſs than a Twelvemonth 
was married to her in the Fleet. About a Year 
after this unfortunate Marriage, Mr. Banks and 
Mr. Chandler had frequent Diſputes, which at length 
came to a downright Quarrel, inſomuch that it was 
agreed on all Sides to part. What was the Cauſe 
of this Quarrel I do not know; only think it pro: 


Per to take notice, that his Marriage with the Maid- 


Servant was not; for neither Mr. Banks, nor his 
next Maſter Mr. Hill, ever dreamt of or ſuſpected 
his being married. He had now ſerved about two 
Years of his Clerkſhip with Mr. Banks, when by 
the Conſent of all his Friends he was turn'd over 
to Mr. William Hill, an Attorney at Clifford's Inn 
in Fleet. ſtreet, who had been deſervedſy recoms 
mended to them, not only as a Gentleman of good 
Practice, and a fair Character, but as a Perſon alſa 
of ſo much Good-nature, that it muſt have been 


entirely Mr. Chandler's. own Fault if ever he had 


wanted a third Maſter. Mr. Chandler, being. now 
| 3 | ſettled 
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ſettled with Mr. Hill, ſoon procured a convenient 
Lodging in Fleet ſtreet; and at this very Time 

aving his Wife and Child at Lodgings in the City 
Sear his firſt Maſter's, contrived with fo great Art 
und Secrecy to remove them to his Lodgings in 
Fleet. ſtreet, and there to maintain and keep them 
during the Remainder of his Clerkſhip with Mr. Hill, 
as not to be in the leaſt ſuſpected. In this manner 
e ſerved Mr. Hill as his Clerk for the Space of 
wo Years, with ſo much Diligence and Sobriety, 
hat he was now become not only reſpected by his 

aſter, but by all his Maſter's Clients. Mr. Hill, 
Peing about this Time concerned for old Mr. Chan- 
ler in a long-conteſted Law-Suit, made over all 
he Profits in the Father's Cauſe to the Son; which 
he Son made no ſmall Advantage of, as the Fa- 
ther very readily paid what the Son was plcaſcd ta 
charge. 

We now ſee Mr. Chandler enter'd into the laſt . 
Year of his Clerkſhip; and being in ſo great Cre- 
dit, not only with his Maſter and his Clients, (as 
has been before. obſerved) bur alſo with his Father, 
and having ſome Caſh in his Pocket, he thought 
this a proper Time to enter upon the moſt com- 
plicated and iniquitous Scheme that perhaps ever 
enter'd into the Head of fo young a Perſon to un- 
dertake; no leſs a Scheme than that of getting in- 
to his Poſſeſſion as large a Sum of Money as he 
poſſibly could by any means contrive to do, and 
then to pretend to be robbed-of ir, and by that 
mears double the Sum (whatever it might be) at 
the Expence of ſome Hundred or other, wherein 
it beſt ſuited his Purpoſe to be robb'd. . 

In the Planning of this wicked Scheme, he found 
hat he had two Perſons to deceive, before he 
could poſſibly raiſe any conſiderable Sum, and that 
thoſe were his Father and his Maſter, The firſk 
Step that he took for this Purpoſe was about the”

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into Suffolk on Buſineſs for his Maſter, where he

latter End of the Summer 1747, when he had not 
more than half a Year to ſerve of his Clerkſhip, 


He then went down to Woodborrough to ſee his Fai 
ther, and told him that he had lately been down 


had met with an agreeable young Lady, who had 
a very rich Uncle, and who would (he believed) 
make him a very good Wife; and that if he (the 
Father) would make over to him the ſmall Eſtate} 
which was his Mother's, (and which was not worth 
above 4001.) and put him into Poſſeſſion of it, he 
would then venture to make his Addreſſes, and 
did not in the leaſt doubt of Succeſs. This Bait 
the Father ſwallowed immediately, and ſent the 
Writings of the Eſtate up by him to his Maſter} 
Hill, in order to have the ſame directly done 
which Mr. Hill aſſiſted the Son in doing, and the 
proper Writings were afterwards executed by the 
Father about Chriſtmas 1747. He afterwards told 
his Maſter, (Mr. Hill) That, as he was now near 
out of his Clerkſhip, he intended to go and live 
with a rich Uncle of his in Suffolk, (as ſoon as his 
Time was out) on whom, he ſaid, he had a great 
Dependence, and to whom he pretended to make 
frequent Viſits; and ſhew'd Mr. Hill ſome Bank 
Notes, which he faid were given him by his ſaid 
Uncle. It is hardly to be conceived that ſo young 
a Perſon as Mr. Chandler, who had at this very 
Time a real Wife and Child at Lodgings in Fleet- 
fireet, ſhould ever think of deceiving his Father by 
ſo odd a Stratagem, as pretending to marry a ficti- 
tious one in Suffolk, and amuſing his Maſter with 
an Account of a rich Uncle in that Part of the 
World, where, it will appear hereafter, that at that 
very Time he had no Friend or Relation whatſo» 
ever; but that his ſeveral Journeys into Suffolk were 
in order to ſecure a proper Retreat in that Coun- 
try, after he had gone through his intended Scheme

knew ſhe would be glad of, ſhe having often ap- 
plied for a leſs Sum, and could not get any body 
to advance it; and, though it was now the 1475 
or 15th of March 1747, engaged to meet Mrs. 
trait at a Publick Houſe at Enford with the Mo- 
ney on the 25th of the fame Month, being Lady- 
Day; and deſired her to ſend to Mr. Poore, that he 
ight attend then likewiſe to receive his Money. 
r. Chandler (at this very Time never intending to 
end the Money) was not very ſcrupulous about 
Mrs. Strait's Title to this Eſtate ; for he never ſaw 
any other Deed or Writing relating to it, than the 
ounter-part of Mr. Peore's Mortgage, nor had he 
any other Inſtructions to make his own pretended 
Mortgage by: And as to Mr. Poore's being willing, 
or not willing, to receive his Money at ſo ſhort 
Notice, (as he was pretty ſure it would not be there 
for him) he was not at all anxious about that nei- 
ther, but returned to Town again in as great a 
Hurry

Mr. Chandler (notwithſtanding he had ſo great a 
Charge about him; and at leaſt ninety. Miles to 
travel in ſo few Hours) was obſerved to be walking 


Hand in Hand with a common Strumpet in Mai-

fdienbead Lane, and had got no further than Hare- 
Hatch (about thirty Miles from London) at half an 
Hour after Five at Night, although he had ap- 
ointed to meet Mrs. Straite at Enford the next 
Day by Ten in the Morning, who was to come in 
a Chariot from Saliſbury, ſeventeen Miles, and to 
return in the Evening: But Mr. Chandler (being 
now come near to the fatal Pit) was unfortunately 
met and robb'd of his Money and Watch, by 
three Bargemen on foot, whom (according to his 
own very exact and particular Deſcription of them) 
he had but juſt before paſs'd on the Road in Mai- 
denbead Thicket, and who, after they had robb'd | 
him, had him into a Pit cloſe by the Road, and 
there took from him all his Bank Notes, and bound 
him, and left him there bound. Now though the 
Place he lay in the Pit was ſo near the Road that 
he might have heard every Carriage or Perſon that 
went by, (and as it is ſo great a Road, Numbers 
of People muſt neceſſarily go by after that Time) i 
yet he choſe to continue in this miſerable Situation 
For near three Hours, and until it was quite dark, 
for fear that the Robbers (if he had called for Aſ- 
fiſtance) ſhould have return'd and murder'd him ; 

which was the Reaſon, he faid, why he laid fo 
ſnug in the Pit all this time. However, being now 
compleatly robb'd, and miraculouſly eſcaped out 
of the Pit with his Legs and Arms tied, and this 
too without the Aſſiſtance of any one Perſon, 
Mr. Chandler, (notwithſtanding his great Fright, 
and the immoderate Fatigue he had undergone in 
the Pit, in ſtruggling and ſtraining himfelf for fo 
long a Space of Time as two Hours before he 
could get upon his Legs, and the ſurprizing Diffi- 
culty he afterwards met with, even then, to get 
out of the Pit) had no ſooner done all this, but he 
jump'd with his Arms tied behind him, and his 
Legs tied acroſs, for near half a Mile, all up Hill, 
. in 
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in the great Road, without making any the leaſt 
Noiſe, or calling for Aſſiſtance, until he heard a 


p- Horſe trotting towards him; but then he call'd out 
xt luſtily to the Perſon on the Horſe, telling him that 
in he had been robb'd and bound. The Perſon was 
to Mr. Vbitpeld of Wargrave, who, as he had rode 
ng very gently on the Road, and not having heard him 
ly before, took him for a Bite, and ſo paſs'd him, 
by WW telling him there were Houſes within a hundred 
his Vards further. But this did not ſerve Mr. Chau- 
m) aler's Purpoſe ; he was to be untied in the dark, 
ai - ¶ that no Perſon might ſee in what manner he was 
'd tied; and, very luckily for him, one John Avery 
nd (a poor harmleſs Shepherd, Servant to Mr. Abear 
nd in that Neighbourhood) was the next Perſon that 
he came by, who was a very ſilly Fellow, yet had

The principal Inhabitants of the Hundred, ſoon 


after the Action was brought, met at the Rot at 
Wokingham, and deſirec that I (as I lived in the 
Hundred) and Mr. Palmer my Agent (whoſe Fa- 
ther likewiſe lived in the Hundred) would . jointly 
undertake to appear for them, and defend this 
Action, with all the Diligence we could; for that, 
if Mr. Chandler ſhould recover the 1000 7. and his 
Coſt, it would be the utter Ruin of many poor Fa- 
milies in the Hundred. Upon this I immediately 
wrote to Mr. Palmer, who enter'd an Appearance, 
and took a good deal of Pains in collecting what 
Evidence he could in Town from Mr. Banks, 
(Mr. Chandler's firſt Maſter) and from Mr. Rom- 
Lan, and at the Bank; where we preſently found, 
chat there never were any ſuch Notes iſſued at the 
Bank, as three of the Notes which Mr. Chandler 
had advertiſed in all the Daily Papers, and after- 
wards came to ſtop at the Bank. In the mean 
time, when I had collected all the Evidence I pot-- 
ibly could in and about Hare-Hatch, where the 
Robbery was pretended to be committed, and had 
een and examined every Perſon who either had 
iſcourſed with or ſeen Mr. Chandler after he was 
robbed, I was pretty confident that he was an Im- 
poſtor: But after I had made a Viſit or two to his 
ather at Woodborrough; had been twice at Mr.

had been at Saliſbury, and converſed with Mr. Field- 
ng, (who then lodged at Mrs. Strait's Houſe, and 
o whom Mr. Chandler had given a full but contra- 
dictory Account of the whole Affair) and alſo with 
r. Poore, the Member for Saliſbury, who once' 
as about purchaling this very Eſtate of Mrs. _— 
5 or 
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for his Uncle Mr. Poore, who had the 5001. Mort- 


gage on it: I ſay, after having been at theſe Places, 
and ſeen and converſed with theſe Perſons, I found 
we ſhould be able to make the following Proofs. ' 
- Firſt, That his Father never remitted him any 
conſiderable Sum of Money in his Life on his own 
Account; nor had he ſeen his Son ſince the ſup- 
poſed Robbery ; nor did he know any thing of the 
Robbery, but from what he ſaw in the News- 
Paper at the Devizes. That he wonder'd how his 
Son came by the Money, for all that he ever had 
of him was an Eſtate worth about 400 J. And as 
to the Eſtate at Enford, on which his Son was go- 
ing to lend the 10007. (though it was within five 
Miles of his own Houſe, and his Son was with 
him but ten Days before the Money was to be 
brought to Exford) he knew nothing of the .mat- 
ter, nor did his Son ſpeak one Word to him about 
it, but took his Leave of him, and ſaid he be- 
lieved he ſhould not ſee him again that Summer. 
_ » Secondly, That this Eſtate of Mrs. Strait's, on 
which Mr. Chandler pretended he was going down 
to lend 10007. was but an uncertain Kind of Se- 
curity even for the 5007. Mr. Poore had on it.

and divers other Particulars, moſt of which have 


been already hinted at; yet ſo artfully had the 


Plaintiff (Mr. Chandler) blended his own Evidence 


with his Maſter's, that neither the Court nor the 


Jury could look upon Mr. Chandler as guilty, and 


at the ſame time think Mr. Hill innocent: And 
Mr. Hill being a Gentleman of a very fair Chara-

Notwithſtanding all the Rejoicings that were 
made in the Town by Mr. Chandler on his getting 
this Verdict, yet he was not ſo well pleaſed with 
it himſelf as may be imagined; for (from what 
came out upon the Tryal) he had great Reaſon to 
be apprehenſive of ſome very bad Conſequences ;, 
and, by the Steps which he immediately took, it 
appears that he was afraid of three Things: Firſt, 
that the Point of Law would go againſt him ; /e- 
condly, that he ſhould ſoon be ſuſpected by his Ma- 
ſter and all his Friends; and thirdly, that Mr. Win- 
ter would then proceed againſt him for his 500 J. 
And therefore (in order to guard againſt any ſud- 
den Surprize of this Kind) Mr. Chandler, in leſs 
than a Month after the Aſſizes, applied to Lord 
W-——y de B—k for a Protection, and very ſoon 
after he had got one, went into Suffolk again, to re- 
ſide with his rich Uncle there, as he pretended ; but 
the Place he went to was Colcheſter, where he had 
taken an Inn in Co-partnerſhip with his Wife's Bro- 
ther Humpbry Smart, and from this Time never 
came to make any Stay in London afterwards, But

Mr. Hill having wrote ſeveral times to Mr. Chay- 
Aer to preſs him to come to Town, (as the Term 
rew ſo near) and he continually making trifling 
rcuſes that he could not come, began to have 
fome Suſpicion of him, which daily increaſed to 
the very Time that the Point of Law was argued, 
Which was the latter End of Michaelmas Term 
and then this lucky Point was determined, when 
the Court (after hearing Counſel on both Sides, 
and taking fome Days to conſider of the Matter) 
were of Opinion, that the Plaintiff's Notice in the 
Gazette of the 29 of March (for want of his ſet- 
ting forth the Numbers and Dates of the fifteen

And accordingly Mr. Salomons did write, and by 
the next Return of the Mail from Holland fuch a

Chandler would not come near him all this time, 
8 he ſtil], for his own Conveniency, corre- 
ponded with Mr. Hill by Letter) he reſolved to 
Join us in making all the Enquiry in Holland that 
was poſſible, to endeavour to hear what Kind of a 
Man this Fohn Smith was, who ſold the Notes; 
whether he was in any particular, Company whilſt 
he was there, or what became of him atter he had 
fold the. Notes: And accordingly a Letter was 
wrote, I think by Mr. Lewin Secretary of the Bank, 
io. 
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to an Acquaintance of his in Holland, to make ſuch 
proper Enquiries about this Mr. Smith ; and after a 
Letter or two had paſſed we received an Account, 
that the ſaid Mr. Smith, who ſold the Notes, made 
a very ſhort Stay in Holland, but was ſeen the Night 
before he came away in Company with one Mr. Caſ- 
fon, a Holland Trader, who lived ſomewhere in Lon- 
don, and *twas thought they came to England together, 

Soon after we receiv'd this Letter we found out 
Mr, Caſſon, who lived near Wapping ; and after Mr. 
Tang Mr. Palmer, and myſelf, had all three ſeen 

im and talk'd with him at different Times, the 
Deſcription he gave each of us of Mr. Smith 
very much anſwered to the Perſon of Mr. Chan- 
adler, particularly his Speech. Upon this Mr. 
Hill wrote to Mr. Chandler, to let him know 
that it was reported, that the Deſcription of the 
Perſon who {old the Notes in Holland (by the 
Name of John Smith) anſwer'd very much to his 
Perſon ; and that one Mr. Caſſon, who came over 
in the Packet with the Perſon who ſold the Notes, 
was now in Town, but was going to Holland again 
ſoon; and therefore deſir'd him to come up to 
Town to face Mr. Caſſon before he went, in order 
ro ſtop ſuch Report. In anſwer to this Letter, 
Mr. Chandler wrote Word, that he did not mind 
what Reports his Enemies ſpread, for he knew they 
would hang him if they could, therefore ſhould not 
trouble himſelf about it; but that the ill Succeſs 
that had attended his Affair, on the Point of Law, 
had almoſt broke his Heart; and that what added 
to his great Uncaſineſs was, that he had heard that 
it had the ſame Effect upon his Father. 

Juſt before Mr, Hill receiv'd this Anſwer, Mr, 
Oyles, one of the Clerks of the Bank, had found 


the very Paper Mr. Chandler lett, when he ſto pt 


Payment of the Notes; which when Mr. Hill fo 
and that 1t was s not his Writing, but wrote by Mad: 
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den the Apprentice to the Stationer in Clifford's Inn, 


he then quite gave up his Clerk, Mr. Chandler, and 
from that very Time did every Thing in his Power 
to detect him. We then ſearched at the Bank to 
ſee what other Notes were taken out at the ſame 
Time that Mr. Chandler took out the 40 J. Note, 
payable to Thomas Brown, Ne 3. the 24th of March 
1747, (which was the Morning he ſet out) and by 
the Bank Book it appeared, that the Note imme- 
diately —— it, Ne 2, for 4001, was payable 
to the ſame Perſon, Thomas Brown; and being ex- 
actly the Sum 440 J. which Mr. Chandler want to 
the Bank for, we concluded he took them both out 
himſelf. And then we ſearched the Bank Books 
to ſee if this laſt mentioned Note for 400 /. was 
yet come into the Bank, and by whom; which be- 
ing done, this Note was traced from the Perſon 


who brought it into the Bank, and whoſe Name 


was on the Backſide, down to a Gentleman at Car- 
lifle, and back again to Sir Richard Hoare's Shop in 
Fleetftreet, where the ſaid Gentleman receiv'd it 
(with many others) in Part of Payment for a Cap- 
tain's Commiſſion of Dragoons ; and by an Entry 
in Mr. Hoare's Books it appeared that M. Chandler 
exchanged the ſaid Note in his Maſter's (Mr. Hill's 
Name, for the three Notes before mention'd to be 


by him altered in his Advertiſements, and which 


he told his Maſter he receiv'd of a Stranger in the 
Bank Hall ; which three Notes he very ſoon after- 
wards circulated himſelf, as has been before parti- 
cularly mentioned. Matters appearing now ſo very 
black againſt Mr. Chandler, and Mr. Winter upon 
Enquiry having found that Mr. Chandler's Eſtate, 
on which he had lent 5007. was ſcarcely worth 
400 J. Mr. Winter now joined us; and the next 
Step we took was to endeavour to find out Mr. 
Chandler, and to get an Interview between him 
and Mr. Caſſon (Mr. Hill ſtill holding a Correſpon- 
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leſs Mr. Hill would go with us, I was afraid it would |

Chandler for that Purpoſe); buy i 
Ms Cofon being then in Holand, & mas deen 
he returned, which was nat till near Midſummner il

immediately wrote to me to preſs me to take a 
Journey with Mr. Caſſon to Colcheſter. In anſwer 
to Mr. Winter's Letter I ſent him Word, that un- 


be a fruitleſs Journey; but that if Mr. Hill would 
go, I would go to Colcheſter, or any where elſe, in 


- ſearch after ſo great a Rogue. Soon after which he 


inform'd me by another Letter, that Mr. Cafſox 
would ſoon be going to Holland again, and that 
therefore he had taken out three Writs for the Coun- 
ties of Norfolk, Suffolk, and Eſſex, againſt Mr. Chan. 
'Aler for his 5001; and that he had | got the ſeyeral 
Sheriffs to make me Special in each Writ; and 
that Mr. Hill would go, and they intended to ſet 
out the Monday following in the Colcheſter Stage- 
Coach, and, if I choſe to go in the Stage, he 
would take three Places, if not he ſhould take but 
two. [I ſent him Word I would certainly dine with 
him in Dartmouth Street on the Sunday, in order to 
go with Mr. Hill and Mr. Caſſan; but I did not 
chuſe to go in the Stage. And accordingly on 
Sunday Morning early I ſet-out and got to Mr. Vin. 
zer's to Dinner, and in the Evening went to the 
Spread- Eagle in Erace- Church Street, where we lay. 

The next Morning, between Four and Five, ve 
ſet out for Colcheſter : Mr. Hill and Mr. Caſſon went 
in the Stage- Coach, and I in my Chair, and got to 
Colcheſter between Eight and Nine that Night. We 
ſoon enquired how far it was to the Crown at Ard. 
ley, when we were inform' d it was about three Miles, 
in the Road to Ipſwich. This being the Place where 
Mr. Chandler's Letters were ditected to be left for 
him at Eaſton, we imagined that Eaton could not i 
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re hired three Horſes, and ſet out for the Crown at 


frdlty, without Boots, Spurs, or Whip, in order 
o enquire there our Way to Eaſton; but when we 
ame to Ardley, we perceived that all our Horſes 
anted ſhoeing; ſo whilſt we ſent our Horſes to 
be ſhod at a Smith's Shop hard by, we went to 
Breakfaſt with our Landlord at the Crown at Ardley, 
in hopes of getting ſome Intelligence of Mr. Chan- 
ler. The firſt Thing I fixed my Eye on after we 
ame into the Kitchen, was a Letter which ſtuck 
behind the Plates directed for Mr. Chandler, and 
yhich I took to be Mr. Hill's Hand, (which prov- 
d to be the laſt Letter Mr. Hi wrote to him, a- 
bout a Fortnight before.) We then, finding we 
ere right thus far, aſked our Landlord if he knew 
he Gentleman to whom that Letter was directed? 
He told us he knew no more of him, than that he 
ame, there about once a Fortnight for Letters; and 
deſcribed him and his Mare very exactly; and that 
e believed he came from ſome Place at a Diſtance, 


for that his Mare ſeemed always to be very hard 


rid, and that he generally came in an Evening, and 
ſtay'd about an Hour, and then went away again 
and that he never ſtaid all Night. We then aſked 
him if he knew ſuch a Place as Eaſton? He told us 
he did not; but that there was a Place called {fox 
about fourteen Miles off, acroſs the Country, with- 
in two Miles of Sudbury in Suffolk. Our Horſes 
being now ſhod, and having got as much out of 
our Landlord as we could, we ſet out with a blind 
Direction for Aſton, which prov'd a very intricate 
Road; and when we came there, we enquir'd at al- 
moſt every Houſe in the Pariſh after ſuch a Perſon 
as Mr, Chandler, but to no Purpoſe. We then got 
a Mutton Chop at an Ale-houſe, where our Land- 
lord told us, that there had been a young Gentle- 
man down at the *Squire's, but who he was he 
could not tell; tho? by his Deſcription of him, he 


did nor at all anſwer the Perſon of Mr, Chandler. 
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We then determin'd to go back to the *Squire' 
Houſe which our Landlord had mention'd, being 
about two Miles; and when we came there, I dil. 
mounted and went into the Houſe, (leaving Mr. Caf: 
ſon and Mr. Hill upon their Horſes) and told the 
Gentleman our Buſineſs, and that if any ſuch Per. 
ſon was ſecreted in his Pariſh, he would do an Ad 
of Juſtice to the Publick to diſcover it. The Gen- 
tleman ſmiled. when I mention'd that Mr. Chandle 
had directed his Letters for him at Eaſton in Suffolk, 
to be left at the Crown at Ardley; and immediate) 
ſhew'd me his Map of the County; and ſaid, tha

Eight of Clock, to make the beſt of our Way for 
Ipſwich, where we did not reach till after Twelve 
o* Clock at Night, and poor Mr. Caſſon (not 
being uſed to ride) was almoſt dead, and ſo bad 
the next Day that he could not proceed any further 
with us. But Mr. Hill and I got up in the Mor 
ing and ſet out for Zaſton, and in our Way, about 
twelve Miles on the other Side Tpſwich, we call d 
on an honeſt Farmer, (who was Tenant to a Client WF 
of Mr. Hill's) where we breakfaſted, and preſſed 

the Farmer to go with us to Zaſton, which was not 
above four Miles from his Houſe, to which the ho- 
neſt Farmer readily conſented. And as we rode 
along the Farmer told us, that he was well acquaint- 
ed with Lord Rochford's Gardener, and that he -

per of ſome very fine Soles (being very hungry) 
e enquired of my Landlord if there was any Attor- 
ey lived in the Place; he told us there was a very 
oneſt Gentleman, one Mr. Jenny, who lived * 
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gon as Mr. Chandler was there, the Gardener, he 
„as ſure, muſt know it, and he would undertake 
hat he ſhould affiſt us all in his Power. When we 
game there we found the Gardener's Ale very good, 
„ut his Intelligence very bad; for he told us that 
e were come to the wrong Eaſton to meet with 
. Noch a Rogue, as we had deſcribed Mr. Chandler to 
e; and at the fame Time reach'd down his Map 
f the County of Suffolk, and there he ſhew'd us 
another Eaſton, cloſe to the Sea; and this, ſaid he, 
the Place, in all Probability, where your Chap 
ns: And when we came to enquire how far it was 


lly ſet out for this laſt Eaſtan, being pretty ſure . 


. him, and hoped we ſhould have his Company a 
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the Way. We immediately ſent the Waiter for 
Mr. Jenny, who, as ſoon as we had related the whole 
Affair to him, told us he believed the Perſon wa 
in their Town, for that ſuch a young Fellow had 
been up and down for a Week or ten Days, with 
young Perſon who had ſerved Part of a Clerkſhip in 
Furnival's Inn, and was now a Hackney- Writer, 
and ſometimes in Town, and ſometimes in the 
Country, and was then with two Maiden Aunts who 
Hved in their Town; being the ſame Account that 
we received at Eaſton. 

Having now, as we thought, ſo ſtrong a Scent 
of our Game, the Length of our Chace, inſtead 
of fatiguing us, gave us Spirits, We then preſs 
Mr. Fenny to ſup with us; but he told us that hi 
had a lame Gentleman, one Mr. Woodward of Hun 
tinzdon, that had juſt taken Lodgings at his Houſe 
in order to bathe in the Sea; and therefore defirec 
to be excuſed, but he would wait on us after Sup 

r. I told Mr, Jenm, I was well acquainted with 
Mr. Woodward, and would go over with him to ſet 


Supper. Mr. Woodward, (who was no leſs fur- 
prized at ſeeing me, than I was at hearing by Mr. 
Fenny that he was there) after my acquainting him 
with the Buſineſs that brought me, waved all Ce- 
remony with his Landlord Mr. Fexny, and defired 
he would affiſt us as far as lay in his Power. When 
Mr. Fenny and I was returned to the Inn, a Scheme 
was propoſed for our having a Sight of theſe two 
young Fellows, and accordingly we ſent for two d 
three Fellows from the Keys; who, when they 
came, appeared to us like Smugglers, for they were 
pretty much maim'd and ſcarr'd. When we had 
told them our Buſineſs, they readily agreed to ſhen 
us the two young Fellows before we ſlept, but aſk'd 
us what we would give them. We told them, that 
if either of them was the Perſon we wanted, 1 
$4 | wou 
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| would give them a Couple of Guineas, but inſiſted 
on knowing in what manner they intended to do 
it, for that we would by no means conſent to an 
illegal Meaſures being made uſe of. They an- 
ſwer'd us, they would do it in the moſt legal man- 
ner in the World, and *rwas what they had often 
done, and that they would have the King's Autho- 
rity for what they did: But we ſtill inſiſting upon 
knowing their Scheme, one of the Men- told us 
that he would go to the Collector of the Cuſtoms, 
and make an Afﬀidavit that he had good Reaſons 
to ſuſpect there were divers Goods lodged in the 
Houſe where theſe two young Fellows were, which 
had not paid the King's Duty; upon which he ſhould 
have a Warrant granted from the Collector to ſearch 
the Houſe, and he would charge us to aid and\af- 
ſiſt. This was indeed a very lawful Scheme; but 
luckily (as it happen'd) the Collector, about half 
an Hour before, was gone with a Party of Dra- 
goons, who then quarter'd there, to make a (more 
lawful) Search after ſome Tea, that was ſuppoſed 
to be lodged in a Barn, at about five Miles Di- 
ſtance; ſo that here our Scheme was fruſtrated. 
Our next Scheme, which was a much more legal 
one, was to contiive to get the Maid-Servant to 
come to us to the Inn, after her Miſtreſſes were 
gone to Bed, in order to get a more particular Ac- 
count and Deſcription of the young Fellow; which 
we did by the Help of our Landlord, whoſe Gar- 
den Wall joined to theirs, and who was either a Re- 
lation or intimate Acquaintance of the Maid's. As 
ſoon as the Maid came, ſhe told us ſhe did not 
know who the young Fellow was that was with her 
Miſtreſſes Nephew ; but gave us a very exact De- 
ſcription of his Perſon, and which tallied with the 
Accounts we had received from Mr. Jenny and o- 
thers, and anſwer'd to the Perſon of Mr. Chandler 
in every Particular, but that he was a little mow 
| wit 
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with the Small Pox. From this laſt Cireumſtance 


alone we were well aſſured it was not Mr. Chandler, 
as he had never had the Small Pox; ſo we diſ- 
charged the Maid, and went to Bed, and roſe the 
next Morning early; when finding we had all this 
time been running the wrong Hare, we trail'd very 
coolly all the way back again to pfeoich, where we 
found our Friend Mr. Caſſen in much better Plight 
than when we left him. | 
Here we ſpent our Evening, and the next Morn- 
ing ſet out for Colchefter, and in our Way called on 
our Landlord at the Crawn at Ardley, and then let 
him into our whole Secret, and told him who Mr. 
Chandler was, to whom the Letter behind the Plates 
was directed, and that we had been a great many 
Miles after him in order to take him, but to no 
Purpoſe; but that it was in his Power to take him, 
and that we would ſend him proper Authority, 
Jointly with the Sheriffs Officer at Colchefter, (whom 
he faid he knew) and that, if he would ſtop him 
the next time he came for Letters, we. would give 
him Twenty Guineas. The Landlord's Chops wa- 
ter'd at the Twenty Guineas ; but his Wife and Son, 
being apprehenſive that Mr, Chandler was a Smug- 
gler, would not ſuffer our Landlord to come into 
any ſuch Scheme, left they ſhould be burnt in their 
Beds. We then went to Colcheſter, but did not get 
there till late at Night; and having but one more 
Scheme left, which was that of bribing the She- 
riff's Officer whoſe Name was in one of the Writs 
for the County of Eſex, we got up the next Morn- 
mg and went to him, and acquainted him hkewiſe 
with our whole Proceedings ; and that if he would 
contrive (either with the Aſſiſtance of our Land- 
lord at the Crows at Ardley, or without) to get Mr. 
Chandler arreſted, we would ſend him down freſh 
Writs for that Purpoſe, and would give him Twen- 
ty Guineas, clear of all his Expences : But I —

poſe this worthy Officer thought Five and Twenty 
or Thirty Guineas of Mr. Chandler's Money pre- 
ferable to our Twenty ; for we never heard any 
thing from him afterwards. But I had almoſt for- 
got to mention, that before we left Colchbeffer we 
called at the Three Crowns, or the Three Cups, (I 
cannot really ſay which the Sign is) to enquire if 
they knew any ſuch Gentleman as Mr. Chandler, 
(becauſe this was the Inn that Mr. Winter told us 
he ſaw Mr. Chandler ride out of in the October after 
he had recovered his Verdict at Abingdon) but they 
anſwer*d us, No. This is the moſt remarkable 
Circumſtance of any we have yet met with; for is 
it to be imagined, that after we had over-run our 
Game near fourſcore Miles, we ſhould trail all the 
Way back again to the very Form, and even there 
loſe our Hare? Yet ſo it happened; for Mr. Gan- 
dler himſelf was at this Time Maſter of this very 
Inn, (in Co-partnerſhip with his Brother-in-Law 
Mr. Humphrey Smart, in whoſe Name it was kept) 
and in the Houſe at the ſame Time. 
Mr. Chandler hearing (either by our Landlord at 
the Crown at Ardley, or by the Sheriff's Officer) 
that we were in Purſuit of him, and that there were 
Writs out againſt him in Norfolk, Suffolk, and E. 
ſex, began to think Colcheſter a very improper Place 
for him to continue in long, and therefore imme- 
diately got all his Goods appraiſed, and ſold for 
whatever he could get; and having heard by ſome 
means or other, that there was, or very ſoon would 
- WI be, a ſmall Inn to be lett in the City of 
e Ihe pack'd up his Alls, and went (with his Wife and 
d Brother-in-Law Humphrey Smart) directly acroſs the 
Country to Coventry, where (the Inn not being then 
vacant) he took Lodgings, and went for ſome time 
h by the Name of John Smith; which unfortunately 
happens to be the very Name of the Perſon that 
> {Wold the twelve Bank Notes in Holland, But in a 
little 
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little Time the Inn, to which he had been recom: 
mended, became vacant; and then (his Brother. 
in-Law Mr. Smart having agreed with the Land- 
lord for the Rent of it) Mr. Chandler refumed his 
own Name, and ſet up again in this Inn; but was 
obliged 'to take up his Freedom of the City, before 
they would let him fell any Liquor: And in ar. 
guing with Mr. Bircb, the Town-Clerk, about pay- 
ing the Fine, he let drop ſome Expreſſions, by 
which Mr. Birch ſuſpected him to have been bred 
to the Law. 

Mr. Chandler, although he was now above a hun- 
dred and fifty Miles from Colcheſter, was ſtill afraid 
of being found out and arreſted by Mr, Vinter; 
and, as he was conſcious to himſelf he had groſsly 
impoſed on him in the Mortgage of his Eſtate, re- 
ſolved to ſend up 1307. to his Maſter Mr. Hill, in 
paid to Mr. Winter, to make him eaſy 
as to his Mortgage, and at the ſame time to acquaint 
him that he ſhould ſend ſome more ſoon ; but how 
to contrive to ſend this, without diſcovering where 
he was, he could not readily tell ; but after ſome 
ſhort Conſideration he got up one Morning, and 
carried the 1307. with him to Northampton, where 
he got a Draught for the Money, and conveyed it 
in a Letter to his old Acquaintance Mr. Gauntlet 
the Linen-Draper in Stocks- Market, and delired 
him to receive the Money as ſoon as it became due, 
and to go and pay it to his Maſter (Mr. Hill) for and 
on account of Mr. Vinter, and at the ſame time to 
acquaint him that he ſhould ſoon have more Money 
ready to ſend ; which Mr. Gauntlet accordingly did: 
Soon after which, being in London myſelf, Mr. Hill 
told me that he had received 1307. from Chandler; 
that he did not know where he was, but that the 
Money was paid him by Mr. Gauntlet. Applica- 
tion was then made to Mr. Gauntlet, to know if he 


could tell where Mr. Chandler was, and how he an 
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* the Money. Mr. Gauntlet ſaid he really did not 
| know where Chandler was, but that the Money came 
to him by a Draught on a Perſon in the City, and 
that the Letter (by the Poſt-Mark) came from 
Northampton. We then ſoon traced this Draught 
down to Northampton, and from thence to Mr. Chan- 
dler at his Inn at Coventry, which was the Sign of 
the Golden Dragon. 

And now having fairly ſet Mr. Chandler at Co-

for he had not as yet received it of Mr. Hill) made

e. Coventry) and deſired him to endeavour to get the 
in WW ſame executed with all the Secrecy imaginable ; 
y WW which he did endeavour to do, but the Sheriffs of 
nt Coventry ſent up Word to Mr. Winter, that there 
was ſuch a Perſon there, but that he was protected 
e by Lord — de B——k; nevertheleſs, if 
1c Mr. Vinter would indemnify them, they would exe- 
d cute the Writ. Mr. # inter then wrote down for 
re 2 Copy of the Protection, by the Date of which 
it It appeared, that Mr. Chandler had been protected 
by the ſame Nobleman ever ſince September 1748, 


which was very ſoon after his getting the Verdict 
at Abingdon; of all which Mr. Winter ſent me an 
Account, and it being but juſt before our 

Seſſions, which were to be held at Reading the 
Tueſday following, I wrote up for Mr. Caſſon to 
come down by the Reading Coach on the Monday 
following, to the Crown at Reading, and I would 
meet him there, and endeavour to get a Bill of In- 
dictment found againſt Mr. Chandler at the Seſſions 3 
but when Mr. Caſſon and I attended Mr. Hayes (our 
Counſel) for that Purpoſe, Mr. Hayes thought it an 


Affair of too great Nicety 5 Conſequence for him 
hg 
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to undertake ſingly at the Seſſions, and adviſed u 
by all means not to riſque it there, but to get ah 
Indictment properly ſettled by ſomebody in Town, 
againſt the Aſſizes; and (as the Aſſizes would be 
held at Reading in about ſix Weeks or two Months, 
and Mr. Chandler being protected) he made ng 
doubt but that we might then ſucceed, and get the 
Inditment found, and immediately take Mr. Chan 
dler on a Judge's Warrant: Whereupon Mr. Cafſon 
returned to Town again the next Morning, with 
the Reading Stage; and ſoon afterwards I weht to 
Town, and Mr. Hill and I got an Indictment ſet: 

tled by Mr. Higgs, Clerk of the Peace at Hicks'; 
Hall; and (Mr. Cafſon being obliged to go Holland 
before the Aſſizes) I got Mr. Lewin the Secretary 
of the Bank, and Mr. Winter, to promiſe to come 
to the Lent Aſſizes, which were to be held at Rea- 
ding in March 1749, to give Evidence upon this 
Bill ; which they accordingly did, and upon their 
Evidence, and my own, the Grand Jury found our 
Bill. Upon which I got a Certificate from the 
Clerk of the Aſſize of the Indictment's being found, 
and the next Morning early (before the Judge went 
into Court) got Mr. Juſtice Faſter's Warrant for ap- 
prehending Mr. Chandler; with which (having got

As ſoon as ever we arrived at the Inn, 
(which was the White Bear) I ſent the Waiter for 
Mr. Birch the Town-Clerk, who (when he came 
and underſtood what Buſineſs I was come upon) 
adviſed me not. to attempt taking of- Mr. Chandler 
over Night, but deſired me to let him take the

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| Judge's Warrant home, and he would prepare the 


Mayor's Warrant and the Commitment, and get 
two Conſtables that he knew, and every thing ſhould 
be ready by Seven o' Clock in the Morning; which 
he accordingly did, and the next Morning between 
Seven and Eight he came to our Inn, and brought 
the two Conſtahles with him, though he had not 
told them the Buſineſs they came about, but left 
that to me; and the very Moment I mention'd 
Mr. Chandler's Name, one of the Conſtables (as I 
thought) ſeemed to be a good deal affected, who, 
as we heard afterwards, was a Perſon with whom 
Mr. Chandler had cultivated an intimate Acquaint- 
ance: And had I not made this Obſervation, I am 
fully perſuaded Mr. Chandler had not been taken; 
for it was with ſome Difficulty we kept him from 
running before to give Mr. Chandler Notice. How- 
ever, in leſs than twenty Minutes after we ſet out 
from the Inn, Mr. Chandler was taken, and for

When we had ſeen Mr. Chandler ſafe in Gaol, I 
immediately wrote by that Night's Poſt to Mr. Min- 
ter, to ſend down (by the Return of the Poſt) a 
freſh Writ againft Mr. Chandler. for his 500 1. (di- 
rected to the Sheriffs of Coventry) which Mr. Birch 
the Town-Clerk had promiſed me to fee him 
charged with in Cuſtody, and this would effectually 
prevent his getting any ſham Bail; for ſoon after 
he was in Gaol, ſeveral Perſons offer'd to give Bail; 
and at laſt a young Gentleman, an Attorney, came 
to me to know what Bail was required, for that he 
was concerned for Mr. Chandler; and, as it was on- 
ly a Miſdemeanour, we had no Right (he faid) to 
detain him in Gaol. I acknowledged it was but a 
Miſdemeanour, but of ſuch a Nature, that no leſs 
than 2000 J. Bail would be required. I muſt owns 
| was greatly afraid of his being Bail'd out before 
F 2 Mr, 
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Mr. Winter's Writ came down : But Mr. Birth ſoon 
afterwards made me eaſy in this Particular, by tell- 
ing me, that he would undertake that the Mayor 
ſhould not Bail him till Mr. Vinter's Writ came 
down, and then he would be very ſafe. 
We now returned to our Inn, where we found 
Mr. Chandler's Wife waiting to ſpeak with me. 
The poor Woman was in the utmoſt Diſtreſs, and 
begg d of me to inform her what her Huſband had 
done, to merit ſo haſty a Commitment to Gaol, 
for that he had been as good a Huſband to her, 
ever ſince they were married, as any Woman would 
deſire to have. I then tald her the Cauſe, and aſk'd 
her how long ſhe had been married to Mr. Gan- 
dler. She told me near five Years, for that ſhe 
lived Servant with Mr. Banks when Mr. Chandler 
came firſt out of the Country to be Clerk ; and that, 
in about half a Year afterwards, ſhe was married 
to him in the Fleet : That ſoon after their Marriage 
the left her Place, and he taok Ladgings for her 
in the City : That after her Huſband was turn'd 
over to Mr. Hill, he took Lodgings for her in Fleet- 
Areet, where ſhe continued till he was near out of 
his Clerkſhip: That after that, her Huſband and 
the, with her Brother Humphrey Smart, went to 
Colcheſter, and took an Inn there; and that they 
were actually there at the Time we enquired after 
him, but ſaid ſhe little thought we came there | 
about any ſuch Buſineſs as this: That afterwards | 
they came to this Place, (Coventry) where they had 
been ever ſince; and that her Huſband had never 
been abſent from her a Fortnight at any one Time 
ever ſince they were married: And I think ſhe ſaid 
they had had two Children, but were both dead.

From theſe ingenuous Anſwers of Mrs. Chandler, 
we may now venture to ſay, that Mr. Chandler (at 
the Time he was gone from his Wife eight Days) 
went over to Holland himſelf, and ſold the twelve 
Notes at Amſterdam to Mr. Barent Salomons in the 
Name of Jobn Smith the 31 of October 1748. O. S. 
and that when Mr. Vinter ſaw him ride out of the 
Inn at Colcbeſter in October 1748, he was going on 
this very Buſineſs, and had the twelve Notes (in all 
Probability) at that Time in his Pocket. What in- 
duces me to believe this, is, that not long after 
Mr. Winter ſaw Mr. Chandler at Colchefter, and be- 
fore he was thoroughly perſuaded that he was not 
robbed, I dined with Mr. Winter in Dartmouth» 
Street, and I remember both he and Mrs. Winter 
then ſaid, that when they called after Mr. Chandler 
out of the Window at the Whzte-Hart at Colcheſter, 
on ſeeing him ride out of the Inn on the other Side 
of the Way, he came up to them and told them an 
odd Story of riding Eighty Miles the Day beforg' 
after a Relation that was dangerouſly ill; and that 
he was going again, and ſeem'd in a great deal of 
Confuſion, which they imputed to the Concern he 
was in-for his Relation. We now wanted only to 
know whether Mr. Chandler was the Perſon who 
ſold the Notes in Holland: But this we could not be 
certain of, till Mr. Caſſon had ſeen Mr. Chandler ; 
and as Mr. Caſſon was about this Time going to 
Holland (or in Holland) we deferr'd it till the next 
Aſſizes at Abingdoy, when we ſhould be obliged to

Mr. Chandler, when he found himſelf charged 


with Mr. Winter's Action for 5001, wrote ſeveral 


Letters to his Father, and to Friends of his in Town, 
to repreſent his Caſe to his Father, to beg of him 


for God's Sake to come or ſend ſome of his Rela- 
; tions 
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tions to bail him; for that Mr. Wiſe had repreſents ' 


ed him (in Coventry) as a very great Rogue, and 
that he was put in Irons and uſed like a Felon. How- 
ever, his Father never came or ſent; and, from his 
Behaviour to his Son from that Time to this, I 
have great Reaſon to believe he then thought him 
a mued greater Rogue than I had repreſented him. 
Mr. Chandier being now ſecure in Coventry Gaol, 
and it drawing towards Midſummer, I went up to 
Town toget our Witneſſes ready, and every Thing 
repared againſt the Aſſizes. And now it was that 
kx. Hill and I traced the Note, N' 196, from 'the 
Bank to Mr. Tufey's Shop (a Silverſmith in Cannun- 
Are) But Mr. Tufley, at this Time, could re- 
member ndthing of the Note, or how he came by 
it. We then aſk'd him, if he did not keep a Day- 
Book of what Things he ſold in his Shop; he told 
us he did keep a Book, but that he did not enter 
evety Thing at the very Time he ſold them; but 
that he would look over his Accounts with his 
Work men, and if we would call another Time he 


might be ale to tell us if he ſold any thing of any 
Conſequence that Day. We told him that the Day 


he receivtd this Note was a remarkable Day, (it be- 
ing the voty Day that the great Fire happen'd in 
Cornbill.) I went myſelf in a Day or two afterwards 
to Mr. Tuffey, who then told me that he fold no- 
thing that Day 
and that he had ſome Idea of the Perſon to whom 
he ſold the Tankard; that he was a young Perſon, 
and had on a: Great Coat and Boots, as he thought, 
but that he could not be certain: But that where- 
ever the Tankard was, if he was to fee it again he 
ſhould know it, and could ſwear to it by the Maker's 
Mark; and at the ſame Time ſhew'd me the Mark.

Mr. -Chandler themſelves on the Thurſday next- by 
Noon; for that they did not care to truſt Mr. Chan- 
dler even with their own Officers, he being charg- 
ed in their Cuſtody with two conſiderable Actions. 
Accordingly I went and met them, and ſpent ſome 
little Time with them at their Inn at Reading; 
when I aſked them what Mr. Chandler had done 
with all his Goods, for that I believed he had ſome 
Plate. They told me his Wife, and Mr. Smart, 
her Brother, had ſold moſt of his Goods. And 
one of the Sheriff*s. Officers told me he knew a 
Friend of his, one Mr. Thomas Remmington, that 
had bought two Silver Tankards which were Me. 
Chandler's. I then deſir'd him when he got home 
to get his Friend to ſhew the Tankards to Mr. Birob; 
and if either of the Tankards had any particular 
Marks about them, to deſire Mr. Birch to ſend me a 
Line by the next Poſt : And accordingly. by the 

very next Poſt I receiv'd the following Letter.

I was 
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I was the more pleaſed at receiving this Letter, 
as I remember'd the Mark which Mr. Tufley ſhew'd 
me in his Shop was like the Mark in the Letter, 


And as Mr. Caſſan was at this Time but juſt gone 


to Holland, though we had ſerved him with a Sub- 
pæna, and he had promiſed to return in Time; yet 
we could not be certain but that he might be detain- 
ed by contrary Winds, Upon: this J immediately 
went to Town again; and as ſoon as Mr. Tufley 
ſaw the Mark in the above Letter, he ſaid he was 
ſure that this Tankard was the ſame that he ſold the 
28 March; and that all the Tankards in his 
Shop were marked with the ſame Letters, and in the 
Ame Places. Mr. Hill and I went now to the 
Fleet to enquire of Mr. Gauntlet, the Linnen-Draper, 
(who was now a Bankrupt) if he knew where his 
late Servant, - Mr. Sills, was, who carried the other 
100 J. Note, N' 195, to the Bank for Mr. Chan- 
dler. Mr. Gauntlet ſaid he was ſomewhere abroad, 
but that he remember'd Mr. Chandler's ſending 
Mr. Sills with a Note for 100 J. to the Bank: And 
afterwards told us, That if we would but enquire 
at the great Lace-Shop in Ludgate-Street, we might 
hear where Sills was; for he went from thence with 
their Recommendation. We there got a Direction 
to him at Rotterdam ; and by that Night's Poſt 
wrote over to Mr. Caſſon to deſire him to find him 
out; and if he could agree with him, to bring him 
over with him. We then made out a Subpæna, 
and ſent it down to be ſerved on Mr. Remmington, 
who bought the Tankard, to attend at the Aſſizes 
with it. I then came home, and about a Week 
before the Aſſizes the following Notice was left at 
my Houſe :

The Monday following [ 
went to Abingdon, and met all our Witneſſes from 
London at the Crown and Thiſtle, where I was very 
glad to ſee them, eſpecially my old F riend Mr, Gaf+ 


ſon (who as ſoon as he came from Holland, was of: 


fered a Purſe to keep out of the Way, but had Ho- 
nour and Honeſty enough to refuſe it.) I had not 
been long there before Mr. Remmington, our other 
Witneſs from Coventry, with Mr. Chandler's Tan- 
kard came to us; fo that now we were fully pre- 
pared to face Mr. Chandler, and all his Witneſſes, 
which were no leſs than ſix or ſeven, whom he had 
ſubpcena'd from Colchefter, but what to prove can't 
imagine, We were all impatient for Mr. Caſſon to 
have a Sight of Mr. Chandler, and (Mr. Wiſeman 
the Gaoler having given us Notice about a Quarter 
of an Hour before he carried the Priſoners to the 
Hall) we placed ourſelves in a proper Room for 
that Purpoſe; and the Moment Mr. Caſſon ſaw 
Mr. Chandler, he ſaid he was certain that he was the 
very Man who ſold the Twelve Notes in Holland 
to Mr. Barent Salomons by the Name of John Smith, 
and came over with him from thence ; and that he 
would ſwear it. Mr. Caſſon alſo told us, that he 
went from Rotterdam to Amſterdam, and had taken 
an Extract out of Mr. Salomons's Book which he had 
in his Pocket; and that he had alſo ſeen Mr. Sillo 
at Rotterdam; who told him, that he very well re- 
member'd going to pay the 1007. Note, Ne 195, 
from his Maſter's, Mr. Gauntlet's, Shop to the 
Bank for Mr. Chandler: But could not venture to 
come to England for fear of being arreſted. _ 
We have now fairly traced all the Fifteen Notes into 
the Bank, from Mr. Chandler's own Hands, 9 he 
: | wore

ſwore that he was robbed of them; and Mr. Lewin, ' 
the. Secretary of the Bank, had all the Fifteen Tden- 
tical Notes at this very Time in his Pocket. And 
if Mr. Chandler had thought fit to have put himſelf 
upon his Tryal there, we were admirably well pre- 
pared to have convicted him: But on Wedne 
Morning he thought better of it ; and, notwith- 
ſanding he had ſubpœna'd fix or ſeven Witneſſes 
from Colcheſter) travers'd the Indictment, which 

(as by Law he was entitled to do) ve could not 
prevent; but not being able to get Bail (though he 
had ſent a Poſt-Chaiſe down to his Father and 
Friends in Wiltfsire for that Purpoſe) he was order'd 
back to Reading Gaol by the Judge s Calendar in 
the following Manner: 11 


© Thomas Chandler to remain, to enter into a Re- 
cognizance, himſelf to be bound in 5001. and 
two Sureties in 250 J. each, before two Juſtices of 
the Peace for the County, reſiding in or near 
* Reading, to profecute his Traverſe with Effect 
to an Indictment preferred againſt him at the laſt 
*. Lent Aſſizes for #vilful and corrupt Perjury, to 
* which he has pleaded not guilty, and not to de- 
* part the Court without Licence. Ten Days No- 
* tice of which Bail, and the Time and Place of 
taking the ſame, to be given to Mr. Edward 
, Wiſe, Attorney at Law at Wokingham.” 


Mr. Chandler being brought back to Reading 
Gaol again, in Obedience to the above Order, and 
not being able to get ſuch Bail as he imagined I 
ſhould approve, he thought himſelf now in a much 
worſe Situation than ever ; for he greatly depended 
on his Father, or ſome of his Father's Friends be- 
coming Bail for him, rather than to ſuffer him ta 
"ay half a Year longer in Reading Gaol. 
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much dreaded. Surely this was a very

But as Mr. Chandler's Father had quite given his 
Son up to Juſtice, and neither came, nor ſent to him 
during all the Time he had been in Gaol, the fol- 
lowing wicked and dangerous Scheme was propos'd 
by Mr. Chandler and his Agents: Firſt, to have 
ſuborned falſe Witneſſes to have fworn a fictitious 
Felony againſt Mr. Chandler in Middleſex. | 

Secondly, To have got an Indictment found a- 
gainſt him at the Old. Bailey for ſuch Felony. - 

Thirdly, To have got a Writ of Habeas Corpus 
to have removed him, in order to have taken his 
Tryal at the Old- Bailey. + fg 

And Laftly, To have hired eight or ten Ruffians 
to have met the Gaoler and his Priſoner in ſome 
convenient Place on the Road, and there by Dint 
of Arms to have reſcued him, and carried him 
clear off; and by that Means to have evaded the 
Puniſhment of the Pillory, which Mr, Chandler ſo 
friendly 
Scheme in them, to run ſo great a Riſque of the 
Pillory, or ſome worſe Puniſhment, themſelves, in 
erder to ſave Mr. Chandler from it: And in which, 
in all Probability, they would have ſucceeded, had 
not Mr. Wiſeman, the Gaoler, been accidentally 
known to the Wife of the Gentleman who was firft 
retained and conſulted on this Occaſion. And if 
'they had, the Conſequences might have been very 
fatal, as Mr. Viſeman would not have parted with 
his Priſoner ſo readily as they might have imagined. 
In order therefore to ſhew that ſuch a Scheme was 
actually on foot, and to juſtify Mr. VWiſeman, who 


has been greatly complained of to the Judges for 


putting Mr. Chandler in heavy Irons, I have at his 
Requeſt inſerted the three following Letters.

: Mr. Wiſeman ſent every thing required by the 
above Letters, and was in great Expectation for 
ſome time of receiving the Account promiſed him

"WW over. What was the Cauſe of this Proſecution's 
being dropp'd, which was ſeemingly carried on 
* WI with fo great Spirit, I ſhall leave to every Perſon 
who reads the above three Letters to gueſs.

Peace for the County of Berks, in which the Pt. 
ſoner ſwore, that on Thurſday the 24 of ' March 
1747, between Five and Six in the Afternoon, he 


was ſtopp'd between Hare-Hatch and Tuyford, on 


the Road to Reading, by three Men on Foot, who 
laid hold of his Horſe's Bridle, preſented a Piſtol 
to him, and took from him Five Guineas in Gold, 


and Twenty Shillings and upwards in Silver; but 


not being ſatisfied therewith, they obliged him to 
diſmount, and took him into a Pit in a Field ad. 
Joining to the Highway, where they ſearched his 


Cloaths, pull'd off his Boots, and untied his Gar- 


ters in order to pull off his Stockings, when they 
found fifteen Bank Notes of the Value of 960 /, 
tied up in two little Canvas Bags under his Stock- 
ings and Garters, which they then took from him;

That the next Morning the Priſoner applied a- 
gain to the Bank. to ſtop Payment of the fifteen 
Notes; but three of the Notes being wrong de- 
ſcribed in ſuch fictitious Copy, the Bank could on- 
ly ſtop Payment of twelve of the Notes, amount- 


ing to 360 J. That the Priſoner, on his Return, 


told his Maſter of the Miſtake in the Deſcription 
of three of the Notes; whereupon he ſent the Pri- 
ſoner back to the Bank to enquire after the origi- 
nal Paper, on which he had taken the Numbers, &c. 
of the Notes; but the Priſoner, on his Return, told 
his Maſter that the Clerks could not find it, and 
faid they never kept ſuch Papers after they had 
made an Entry of them, 

That the three Notes, the Payment whereof was 
not ſtopp*d at the Bank, were ſhortly after received 
by the Priſoner's Friends, viz. the Note for 2007. 
was received at the Bank by Mr. Humphrey Smart, 
(who is the Priſoner's Brother-in-Law) on the 60, 
of April 1748: One of the Notes for 100 J. was 
received at the Bank on the 17 of May 1748, by 
Mr. Samuel Sills, Shop-man to Mr. Gauntlet, a 
Linen-Draper in London, with whom the Priſoner 
was intimate, and who was ſent by the Priſoner to 
receive the ſame; and the other Note for 100 J. 
was paid to Mr. Tufley by the Priſoner himſelf, as 
before mentioned.

That the Priſoner afterwards proceeded to try 
his Cauſe againſt the Hundred; and at the Aſſizes 
held at Abingdon the 18 of Juby 1748, after a 
Tryal by a Special Jury, which held upwards of 
twelve Hours, obtained a Verdict for 9701. ſubject 
to a Caſe reſerved for the Opinion of the Court of 
Common Pleas, concerning the Sufficiency of the 
Deſcription of the Bank Notes in the London 
Gazette; which Caſe was afterwards decided in fa-

That on the 200 of October 1748, the Priſoner 
(ho then went by the Name of Jobn Smith) ſold 
the other twelve Notes, the Payment whereof he 
had ſtopp'd, to Mr. Barent Salomons, a Jew Banker 
in Amſterdam, who in the Beginning of November 
1748 remitted the ſame to Mr. Nathan Salomons in 
London, who ſent them to the Bank for Payment; 
but the Bank ſtopp'd the Payment thereof for ſome 
Time, till an Enquiry was made in Holland con- 
cerning them, and Mr. Barent Salomons had ſent 
over an Afﬀidavit of his having paid a valuable Con- 
ſideration for them. 

That the Priſoner, after he had fold the Notes 
in Holland, brought over the whole Amount there 
of in Caſh, the greateſt Part whereof was in Silver 
and that Mr. Iſaac Caſſon, who is a Holland Mer- 
chant, and lives in London, came over in the Pac- 
ket with the Priſoner, and aſſiſted him in any 
the Money to the Ship. 


To prove which Caſe, the firſt Witneſs that was 
called was William Hill, who depoſed, That the 

Priſoner had been his Clerk about two Years, when 
the Priſoner informed him that he had agreed to 
lend 10007. to Mrs. Strait of Saliſbury on Mort- 
gage, and that the Mortgage-Deed was prepared 
in London, and ſent down to Mrs, Strait. 

That the Priſoner, on the 234 of March, went 
to the Bank, and took out ſeveral ſmall Notes ; but 
finding it would be difficult to carry ſo many Notes 
under his Garters, as he propoſed, went the next 
Morning, being the 24, to the Bank, in order to 

change ſome ſmall Notes and Caſh into larger ones. 
When the Priſoner returned from the Bank, he 
told the Witneſs, that the Clerks being in a Hurry 
of Bulineſs were diſpleaſed at his coming ſo often, 
and told him that he did not know his own Mind, 


and, after they had made him out the 40 /. Norte, 
refuſed 
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refuſed to change the other Notes; but that he had 
met a Man in the Bank who wanted to change three 
large Notes for ſmall ones for 400 J. which was juſt 
his Sum, and that he had changed them with him. 

That the Priſoner was poſſcſſed of fifteen Bank 
Notes, to the Value of 9601. the Numbers, Dates, 
and Sums whereof the Witneſs took an Account of 
on the 24 of March in the Morning: That about 


Noon the Priſoner ſet out for Wiltſhire, but re- 


turned the next Day, and ſaid he had been robb'd 
of all the Bank Notes, five Guineas in Gold, twen- 
ty Shillings in Silver, and a Silver Watch, The 
Witneſs then gave the Priſoner the Memorandum 
he had taken of the Notes before.the Priſoner went 
out of Town, and ſent him with the ſame to the 
Bank, in order to have the Notes ſtopp'd. The 
Priſoner return'd from the Bank, and ſaid, that the 
Fire that had happen'd that Morning in Cornbill 
was the Reaſon no Buſineſs could be done that Day 
at the Bank. That the Witneſs then aſk'd the Pri- 
ſoner for the Memorandum of the Notes ; to which 
the Priſoner replied, he had left it with the Clerks 
at the Bank who were to ſtop the Notes; but that 
he had taken an exact Copy of it: That the next 
Morning the Priſoner went again, and ſtopp'd 
twelve of the ſaid Notes; but ſaid he would not 
ſtop the remaining three Notes, (which were for 
2001, 1001, 1007.) becauſe there was a Miſtake in 
the Memorandum about the Numbers and Dates, 
the Bank Books not agreeing therewith: Upon 
which the Witneſs ſent the Priſoner back to the 
Bank for the original Account he had taken of 
thoſe Notes; but the Priſoner on his Return told 
the Witneſs, that the Clerks could not find it, and 
told him they never kept ſuch Things after they 
had made an Entry of them. It afterwards ap- 
peared, that the Account of the Notes left at the 
Bank by the Priſoner was not that taken by Mr. Hill,

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but a Copy wrote by another Hand, in which the
